HE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 

has done what a very dollar- 
conscious Social Credit provincial 
administration would not do: it has 
stepped into -the. controversy about 
oil-drilling in Juan de Fuca Strait 
and the Gulf of Georgia and banned 
any such action. At least for the 
lifetime of the present Liberal gov- 


ernment in Ottawa, ‘the Gulf Islands * 


and the seas in which they lie should 
be relatively safe from oil pollution. 

The crux of the decision lies in 
the difference between the federal 
view of the gulf’s destiny and that 
of Mines Minister Richter. The lat- 
ter resents any move to retard oil 
exploration, and presumably oil pro- 
duction, from the seabed of the Guif 
of Georgia because, in keeping with 
the Social Credit government’s phil- 
osophy, oil production means money 
—and there is nothing better than 
money. But federal Fisheries Min- 
ister Davis takes a different view. 

“It a matter of assessment. of 
the relative values,” he says. “The 
Gulf Islands are essentially a rec- 
reational or park‘area. (Allowing in- 
shore drilling) is like having an oil 
well in Banff National Park. It 
makes no sense.” 

The Social Credit government 
might take exception to that com- 
parison, of course, since to it logging 
and mining —and presumably oil 
wells —in any park make a lot of 
sense. But Mr. Davis went on to ex- 
plain that producing oil in the Gulf 
would not bring down the price nor 
would it provide many new jobs. But 
it would offer a lethal aiid continu- 
ing threat to a commercial fishing” 
industry worth $100 millions a year, 
and sports fishing activity which he 
estimated at a value of $200 mil- 
lions a year. In addition to the cost-

‘ly effect on fishing, oil seepage from 
undersea wells or spillage from the 
pumps and tankers which would be 
involved could wreak untold damage 
on the natural life of the .area, pol- 
lute “the beaches for months 
; cars, and threaten the beauty and 
use of the Gulf Islands for thous- 
ands of residents and visitors. 

The concept of the Gulf Islands 
area as one of the favored recrea- 
tional and residential regions of the 
world has —a—dollars-and-cents_im- 
portance as well as an esthetic and 
ecological’one. It is a concept which 
Mr. Richter’s colleague, Municipal 
Affairs Minister Campbell, appar- 
ently recognizes, for only a few 
weeks ago he moved 40 control sub- 
divisions on the islands until a pro- 
per development program can be 
worked out. Now, in the absence of 
similarly enlightened action by Mr. 
Richter, the federal government for- 
tunately has exercised its power to 
refuse oil drilling permits. As Mr. 
Davis sayg, the risk of oil pollution 
is not worth taking, ‘even if it were 
only a one-in-a-hundred chance.” In 
this he is backed up by federal 
Mines, Energy and Resources Min- 
ister Greene. 

Mr, Richter’s protest that 
ploratory oil drilling was being per- 
mitted on the Atlantic coast, and 
that this was discrimination against 
British Columbia, is a hollow .one. 
As Mr. Davis points out, the two 
situations are not similar: oil dis- 
covered off Newfoundland, for in- 
stance, would provide a big boost to 
the economy of that province, but 
oil in the Gulf of Georgia would be 
a relatively minor addition to Brit- 
ish Columbia’s industrial structure, 
while posing the threat of crushing 
disaster to our recreational] assets.

De Gaulle Casts Shadow 


Across F rench Politics 


to contribute to the construction of a giant atom smasher 
under the auspices of the European centre for nuclear

PARIS—Gen. Charles de Gaulle, secluded 
and silent in Colombey-les-Deux-Eglises;~ con- 
tinues to cast a long shadow over France’s pol- 


icy, according to diplomats and other observ- 
ers here. 


It had been thought that President Pompidou, who 
promised both continuit; and change during his campaign 
to succeed the general, ought to feel free to conduct 
policy as he sees fit. 

This, it is said, is because there are strong 
indications that beth de Gaulle and the French public are 
in a kind of tacit agreement-that the 79-year-old former 
president should not return to political life. 

But those who deal with the government or who just 
observe it find it hard to determine where the continuity 
of Gaullist‘policy ends and change begins. 

The results of a nationwide poll, recently published b® 
the Bordeaux daily, Sud-Otiest, show that 51 per cent of 
those interviewed are sorry, in varying degrees, about de 
Gaulle’s departure last April after his proposed reforms 
were rejected in a referendum. But 61 per cent do not 
want him back even in the event of a serious crisis. 

Accordiag to Le Monde's political expert, Pierre 
Viansson-Ponte, the general has let it be known to some 
of the Gaullist faithful that he would not break the silence 
he has observed since his resignation nor did he envisage 
a return to power whatever the circumstances. 

The general informed his followers of his state of 
mind, Viansson-Ponte said, in a message delivered by his 
son-in-law, Gen. Alain de Boissieu, from his seclutied 
home in Colombey. 

Pompidou, during his campaign to succeed the man 
for whom he was premier for six years, took note of the 
double current of French opinion simultaneously faithful 
to the, legendary figure of de Gaulle and desirous of a 

... change from his policies and practices.

The government reflected this somewhat - contra- 
dictory view by including both strong Gaullists and people 
who worked for the general’s defeat in April such as 
Finance Minister Valery Giscard d'Estaing and Agricul- 
ture Minister Jacques Duhamel. 

In France's relations with the rest of the world, the 
two currents are at work creating some confusion. 

Thus, those who believe in Western European unity 
within a framework enlarged to include Britain are more 
optimistic than they have been in years. 

“At least the French are now willing to discuss the 
question of Britain’s admission,’’ one diplomat remarked. 
But he added that “things are not clear’ for he could not 
predict with certainty whether in the end the French 
would agree to terms that would be acceptable to London, 

In the highest spheres of French diplomacy, there 
apnears to be a kind of balancing act going on, with 
officials weighing the political advantages of a Britain 
reconciled with Europe and acting as a counterweight to 


German pewer against the economic disadvantages of ~ 


more intensified competition for French industry. 

De Gaulle set great store on French relatipns to the 
underdeveloped countries and, in terms of the budget, 
assigned one of the highest. percentages in the world of 
economic and tenchnical aid. French responsibilities in 
this field are still proclaimed to be a priority, but the 
1970 budget shows a drop in aid as a result of France's 
own financial problems.

The warming of France's relations with the United 
States, a process that actually began under de Gaulle, 
has been intensified under Pompidou. 

But there is no question of a French ceturn to the 
North Atlantic Alliance’s integrated military command, 
ard officials respond waguely when asked how France 
might make good her assurances of co-operation in time 
of war. 

There is still sensitivity about French independence, 
and Pompidou continues to back a separate atomic force. 

What some critics used to call ‘‘a policy of absence” 
persists in some fields France continues to boycott the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference and, since the beginning 
of the year, has not attended meetings of the Union of 
Western Europe, the only formal link at present between 
Britain and the six Common Market countries.

House-to-Property-Line Costs 


Draw Strong C. Saanith Protest 


Nearly 300 Central Saanich ratepayers turned 
out Thursday night for a public forum on the 
proposed sanitary sewerage system to be voted 
on Dec. 6. 

The response from the audience. indicated 
mixed feelings about the $2,316,000 scheme, of 
which $1,125,000 is proposed to be borrowed in 
the referendum. ¥ 

The smaller sum is the cost of the collectidn 
system. The trunk line, secondary treatment 
plant and 2,000-foot outfall south of Saanichton 
spit would be installed by the regional district 
with the municipality being billed, the meeting 
was told. 

Just under 3,000 property owners will be able 
to vote on the proposal which, if successful, will 
introduce sanitary sewers to Brentwood Bay, 
Saartichton, Keating Heights and an area to the 
north of* Mount Newton 
Saanichton Bay along Patricia Bay Highway. 

A letter from the Greater Victoria Metropolitan 
Board of Health said it approves the engineering

plans, that pollution problems are prevalent and 
the costs of fixing faulty septic tanks could be 
more than sewers—more than $30 a month or 
$360 a year for holding tanks and trucking away 
of effluent. 

The total cost of the proposed sewerage 
system would be carried by the benefitting 
property owners through a land parcel.charge of 
about $96 a year, whether or not connected, plus 
a further $48 when connected, said Mayor 
Archibald Galbraith. 

* * * 

In addition, connection charges estimated at 
$150 from the sewer to the property line will be 
borne by the owner as well as the cost to connect 
the house to the property line. 

It was _thistast point which troubled several 
questioners. Mayor Galbraith said on ordinary 
soil, without rock, the cost would be about $3 per 
foot. 

Oné.man said he is 40 feet from the property 
line, meaning it will cost him about $1,800 to 


connect up. He said it wasn't right to foree- hin, 


as a farmer with 10 acres, to-do this when even a 
faulty septic tank would have plenty of space to 
empty on his property. 

Maygr Galbraith said such special cases ‘‘will 
certainly be given consideration.” 

The meeting was also told that the land parcel 
charge for sewers (in part or all) is payable 
through the homeowners grant, assuming taxes 
were below the $150 per year level of the grant. 

It was also stated that council is exploring the 
possibility of making sewerage bonds available to 
property owners. 

Mayor Galbraith said two bonds of $1,000 each 
paying 9 per cent would generate $180 a 
year—more than the sewerage charge 

One ratepayer opposed to the scheme said the 
referendum: is discriminatory, too expensive, 
insufficient time between its presentation and 
decision, it was ‘“‘being- rammed down our 
throats’’ and only those to be served should 
decide how funds should be spent.

Police chiefs and RCMP officers from all parts 
of the province met: attorney-general department 
Officials all day Thursday in, what Chief Gregory 
called.a “very good” session.

Only five to 10 per cent of juveniles cause any 
trouble, said the chief. 

But he believes there has been “a géneral 


lowering of respect for law and order by that small 
segment of the juvenile population who are coming 


to our attention.” 


Gregory said he believes Thursday’s meeting 
has left the attorney-general’s department more 
aware of the problems faced by enforcement bodies 


dealing with juveniles. 


“They promised to take our presentations under 
consideration and I'll be quite surprised if there are 


no changes.” 


The chief said that in addition to delinquency 
the meeting discussed new federal laws relating to 
drinking drivers which go into effect Monday and 
proposed amendments to the Criminal Code dealing

gomery, his chief officer. 


“He was second mate in the 
Fraser at the time and he 
fired a line on her at the first 
shot. That takes tremendous 
seamanship.” 


Montgomery tried to pass 
off the compliment, saying he 
was lucky. But, he added, “‘it 
was like trying to hit a dime 
with a .22 rifle.”

G onsumer 
Debt Takes 
Big Jump 


OTTAWA (CP) — Consumer 
debt owed. to most af the major 
credit-granting institutions in 
Canada amounted to $8,527,- 
000,000 at the end of Spetember, 
an increase of $88,000,000 in the 
month and 16.3 per cent more 
than a year earlier. 

The increase ~in September, 
1968, amounted to $81,000,000 
and the total debt outstanding 
then was $7,335,000,000. 

The 16.3-per-gent increase in 
the debt during the year to 
Sept. 30 compares with year-to- 
year increases of 18.2 per cent 
to the end of June, 16.4 per cent 
to the end of March and 15 per 
cent to the end-of December, 
1968. 

The debt totals, issued by 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
exclude details of debt owed on 
oil company credit cards and to 
credit unions and certain retail 
outlets other than department, 
furniture and appliance stores. 

Total consumer debt outstand- 
ing at Sept. 30 thus probably 
amounts to about $10,400.000,000. 
It was $10,256,000.000 on June 
30 

Debt owed on personal loans 
from chart-ered banks was 
$4:113.000,000 Sept. 30, down from 
a peak of $4,170,000,000 June 30.

The Ferguson incident led to 
a general melee, with 11 players 
from each team clearing their 


respective benches to brawl on 
the ice. 


In all, Campbell handed out a) 
total of $5,775 in fines Thursday, | 
of which St. Louis was assessed | 
$3,350. This means the Blues| 
have been rapped for a total of | 
$5,450 in fines as the result of 
free-for-alls in two successive 
games. | 


Earlier this month Campbell 
had fined the St. Louis club 
$1,000 following an exodus from 
the players bench of 11 Blues 
during a game against Pitts- 
burgh Penguins. in St. Louis, 
Nov. 13. 

He also had told the Blues 
management that the automatic 
$100 fine “against each of its 11 
players who left the bench in 
the Pittsburgh game stands.

Anglers Hopes

Chances of filling limits on either fresh or salt-water fishing 
jaunts around Vancouver Island this weekend appear to be 
increasing.

U.S. Thanksgiving Day crowd to turn out 
Thursday to see the Niagara River water pound 
over the cataract at the customary rate of 10,500 
cubic feet’a second. . 

An earth and:rock cofferdam that had kept 
the American Falls dry since June 12 while erosion 
studies were undertaken was torn down Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

Lussier, a native of Magog, Que., went over 
the Horseshoe Falls in a rubber ball on the Fourth 
of July, 1928. He grew so fond of the two falls he 
decided to make his home here permanently and is 
a frequent visitor to the cataracts.

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Gladys Tries Hand 
At Making Sweets 


By PENNY SAVER 


“Mom’s making candy,” said one of the twins 
when she opened the door to my knock. 

“There’s a lot of it, too,” volunteered the other 
who was standing a bit behind her, licking her fin- 


gers. 


“That's because she’s going to give it to people 
for Christmas,” chimed in, the first. 


“I hope she keeps some for'us,”’ replied the 
second, “because I like what I’ve tried.” 


Sure enough, when I 
reached the kitchen I found 
Gladys up to her eyeballs in 
chocolate. 

“Find a chair,” she said 
waving a sticky brown hand," 
and make yourself a coffee. 
I'd love one too, if you're 
feeling generous.” 

Her chocolate recipe, she 
told me, should make about 15 
pounds of soft centre choco- 
lates and is quite simple. 

“For the filling you need 
one can of condensed (Not 
evaporated) milk, two pounds 


of icing sugar, a half cup of 


butter and two tablespoons of 
corn syrup. 

“Mix all that togethér and 
you get a gooey, flavorless 
mess to which you can add 
flavorings of any ~kind: — 
almonds, cherries, walnuts, 
peppermint and so on. Divide 
into smaller lots for the 
number of flavors you want, 
and just start adding. 

“Next roll the filling into 


e thin sticks — like refrigerator 


cookie dough. The woman I 
got the recipe from. suggests 
making rolls of different 
flavors ’ different. shapes , so 
you can tell at a glance which 
is which once they are 
chocolate covered. 

“These sticks go into the 
refrigerator overnight to 


, into the chocolate’ 


make them firm enough to 
slice into thin pieces for 
covering. 


“For the chocolate covering, 
you need two. baxes of semi- 
sweet chocolate and some 
paraffin wax.’ The - original 
recipe said half a box of wax, 
but the woman who gave’ me 
the recipe found that between 
a quarter and half a stick is 
enough. The paraffin makes 
the chocolate harden and stay 
fresh, you see. 

“Anyway you melt these 
together then spread out a 
sheet of wax paper and, 
dipping your thumb, or finger 
ix, make 
a chocolate fingerprint where 
the candies will sit. This 
keeps the bottoms from fall- 
ing off. 

“Now slice the filling into 
thin pieces, spear each with a 
toothpick .and dip into . the 
chocolate. Place on the 
fingerpints to harden. When 
the chocolate is hard, take out 
the toothpick and daub over 
the holé with chocolate. 
Maybe a swirl could be added 
at. this stage; ‘but’.I haven’t 
tried that yet. 

“If I succeed — and from 
the way the twins have been 
swiping the ‘filling I think I 
will — these chocolates should 
make nice gifts for hostesses 
at Christmas parties.”

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| Suicide Turns 
Spotlight On 
Au Pair Problems 


LONDON (CP) ~— The 
troubles of French girls work- 
ing with families in Britain 
are being aired both here and 


in France following the Lon- 
don suicide of 21-year-old 
Geraldine Rodet. 

Miss Rodet came to Britain 
three years ago to do house- 
work in the manner 6f 
thousands of other ‘‘au pair” 
girls from the Continent. 

Under the au pair arrange- 
ment, girls receive their lodg- 
ing plus pocket money and a 
chance to learn English in 
exchange for-domestic work 
with British families. 


But Miss Rodet drifted into 
such activities as part-time 
modelling and fell victim to 
acute bouts of depression. She 
was found dead earlier this 
month in an apartment near 
Regent’s Park. 

A coroner ruled she had 
deliberately killed herself with 
a large overdose of. anti- 
depressant drugs. 

Her death dramatizes the 
problems of girls from France 
who suddenly find themselves 
in an environment contrasting 
sharply + in terms of food, 
language and general_way of 
life with that of their own 
country. 7 


Work Often Rigorous 


Many of the girls come 
prepared for any sacrifice 
necessary for a mastery of 
English. Their au pair experi- 
ences range from happy to 
miserable. 

An inquiry published by Le 
Figaro of Paris says some 
British families is seeking 
household help really want to 
make full-time domestics out 
of their au pairs rather than 
treat them as “young lady 
companions."" 

There are complaints that 
working conditions turn out to 
be more rigorous than adver- 
lisements would suggest. 

But Le Figaro concedes that 
“the French girls, unlike the 
Scandinavians or Germans,- 
are rarely prepared for 
domestic tasks.”

The stroke sufferers who 
are lucky soon learn to yse 
their weak leg; then they may 
learn to use the arm, and 
finally they may learn to talk 
pretty well, or remarkably 
well, without any = special 
training. Others need special 
training, preferably by some- 
one who is a speech expert, 
perhaps in the local schools 


As the writer says in the 
booklet, the patient may be 
confused as to the use of 
some words that sound alike, 
or he may be unable to 
understand what he hears; or 
he may, for a while, be unable 
to write or to read: or his 
speech may be slurred, or like 
an unintelligible jargon.

‘Once You're Sizzled

Even after 15 years as a 
cabinet minister, there are 
lessons to be learned about 
how to run a government 
department. 

And so Ray Williston, Minis- 
ter of Lands, Forests and 
Water Resources, has adopted 
a new policy toward com- 
panies which come to see him 
about developing crown land. 

He inquires about their 
background. 

“Oncé you've been sizzled in 
this light, you might as well 
learn your lesson,” the 55- 
year-old Williston, a former 
school. inspector, said after 
this week's uproar over the 
Cypress Bowl case. 

In the culmination of the 
latest stage of the recreation 
development project, Williston 
Thursday ordered a_ B.C. 
company called Alpine Out- 
door Recreation Resources 
Ltd. to stop its association 


* with a recently acquired 


foreign partner, the Benguet 
Corp., which has gambling 
interests in the Bahamas. 


IGNORED BACKGROUND 

Williston had negotiated off 
and on since 1965 with Alpine 
on the ski development on 
leased crown land. in West 
Vancouver. 

He said that he did not look 
into the background of a 
company called the Grand 
Bahama Port Authority 
which wrote him in September 
to say it was planning a 
takeover of Alpine in the 
Cypress Bowl project. 

On Nov. 15 he told reporters 
he knew nothing about a 
takeover of Alpine by the 


_ Benguet Corp., which controls 


‘the port authority. 

“To be frank, I never 
associated the Grand Bahama 
Port Authority with Benguet,”

There is no justification for 
putting public money into 
expensive facilities that will 
benefit only skiers, Williston

But as an enthusiastic skier 
himself, he still feels there is 
a big need for a large skiing 
facility in Cypress Bowl 
capable of handling thousands 
of skiers from the Vancouver 
area. 

He is not optimistic, how- 
ever, that Alpine will have an 
easy task finding new 
financing. 

“It's a high risk business,” 
he said of the venture, and 
new interest may be ‘‘scared 
off’ by the continuing contro- 
versy. 

“Let’s face it—there’s been 
a constant opposition to it in 


certain quarters’ for many 
reasons."’
